Turning  to  the  -^‘assaults  on  hu 
man  freedom,”  the  study  group 
said  they  were  due  mainly  to  two 
causes:  (1)  "the  rise  of  a  new  and 
powerful  form  of  political  totalitar 
ianism  which  has  waged  relentless 
wars  upon  all  freedoms  and  par¬ 
ticularly  against  religious  liber 
ty.’  and  (2)  “a  fresh  aggression 
of  ecclesiastical  totalitar  ianism.” 

After  a  careful  survey,  country 
by  country,  in  which  the  effort 
was  made  to  ascertain  the  exact 
status  of  people  over  the  globe  ” 
the  statement  said,  ‘it  appears 
incon trove rtibly  plain  that  there 
are  intolerable  impositions  upon 
the  religious  conscience  in  many 
many  lands  and  menacing  threats 
to  religious  liberty  in  not  a  few 
others.  Apart  from  marginal  in 
fringements,  there  are  growing 
major  infractions  which  loudly 
call  for  redress.” 

The  statement  called  upon  Bap¬ 
tists  everywhere  to  promote  and 
circulate  a  religious  liberty  mani 
festo  adopted  by  the  Baptist  World 
Congress  at  its  1950  meeting  «n. 
Cleveland  Ohio.  This  manifesto 
urged  the  universal  aoolition  of  re¬ 
ligious  discrimination. 

Meanwhile,  the  Alliance's  exec u 
tive  committee  issued  an  official 
document  entitled  “A  Message  to

Durant’s  stewardship  program  is 
growing,  as  one  compares  this

A  few*  day*  ago,  we  heard  the  ort- 
repeated  expression,  "Preachers  don't 
have  any  business  judgment,  so  the  dea¬ 
cons  have  to  keep  a  check-rein  on  them.” 
Let  us  see  if  this  is  true.  Many  preachen 
run  into  debt  because  their  members  do 
not  have  the  "business  judgment"  to 
add  35%  to  the  pastor’s  salary  for  the 
pastor’s  overhead  expense. 

Believe  it  or  not,  a  pastor  does  have  a 
heavy  overhead  expense  account.  Books, 
religious  periodicals,  about  three  times 
as  many  suits  of  clothes  as  most  of 
his  members,  a  much  heavier  gasoline 
and  auto  expense,  and  numerous  other 
items  take  a  big  chunk  out  of  his  sal¬ 
ary. 

Recently,  a  fellow-Pastor  wrote  and 
said,  "My  Church  has  grown  by  leapt 
and  bounds,  but  I  must  resign  because 
I  am  not  making  expenses.  The  mem¬ 
bership  is  larger,  requiring  more  run¬ 
ning  for  my  car,  and  much  more  ex¬ 
pense  to  carry  on  my  work!”  The  mem¬ 
bers  did  not  nave  the  "business  judg¬ 
ment”  to  realize  this. 

Another  pastor  had  to  make  other  ar¬ 
rangements  because  his  members  did 
not  have  enough  “business  judgment” 
to  put  all  their  contributions  into  the 
local  Church  rather  than  supporting  a 
radio  preacher.  Another  pastor  was  ac¬ 
cused  of  being  a  poor  manager  because 
his  members  did  not  have  the  ‘business 
judgment”  to  adjust  his  salary  to  cor¬ 
respond  with  the  rising  cost  of  living. 

Many  a  pastorium  goes  to  rack  and 
ruin  because  the  membership  of  the 
Church  do  not  have  the  "business  judg¬ 
ment’’  to  provide  proper  maintenance 
-for  the  property.  They  think  the  pastor 
wants  to  live  too  high  if  be  asks  for 
better  living  quarters.  We  know  one 
church  right  now  where  the  work  is  suf¬ 
fering  because  the  membership  do  not 
have  the  “business  judgment”  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  few  items  of  equipment  to  use 
ia  their  work  among  young  people  of 
the  Church. 

Brethren,  let  us  not  improperly  ac¬ 
cuse  the  pastor  of  “lack  of  business 
judgment”.  Usually,  he  has  more  than 
the  average  layman,  because  he  has 
to  have.  He  has  to  have  good  business 
judgment  to  make  ends  meet  on  his  pre¬ 
war  salary,  educate  his  children,  sub¬ 
scribe  to  periodicals  he  needs,  buy  the 
books  he  needs,  keep  up  a  nice-looking 
car  instead  of  a  jalopy,  and  the  other 
items  of  expense  he  has,  that  so  many 
others  don’t  have.  It  would  be  an  amaz¬ 
ing  revelation  to  millions  of  people  if 
they  could  live  under  the  minister’s  roof 
for  awhile.  One  church  was  known  to 
set  the  salary  of  a  full-time  pastor,  pro¬ 
viding  for  only  two  items — grocery  bill 
and  house  rent!  It  does  not  “increase 
the  pastor’s  spirituality’  ’to  keep  his 
nose  to  the  grindstone.  Rather,  it  wears 
away  his  nerves,  and  ruins  his  effec¬ 
tiveness  just  like  it  will  rain  anyone  else 
in  any  other  field  of  endeavor.

Is  that  work  not  just  as  religious 
for  him.  if  that  is  what  God  wants 
him  to  do  as  the  work  of  Fie  one 
feels  called  to  do  what  is  usually 
spoken  of  as  full-time  religious 
work?  It  certainly  seems  so  to  us 

God  just  as  definitely  calls  peo¬ 
ple  to  various  other  types  of  work 
as  he  does  to  the  religious  type. 
And  the  man  who  is  called  of  God 
to  plow  if  plowing  is  what  God 
wants  him  to  do.  is  just  as  definite¬ 
ly  doing  full-time  religious  work  as 
the  man  who  preaches.  A  farmer, 
teacher,  banker,  lawyer,  railroad 
1  man,  newspaper  man,  highway 
worker,  etc.,  who  is  doing  what  he 
feels  definitely  is  God’s  call  for  his 
life,  and  if  he  is  sincerely  seeking 
to  serve  God  in  and  through  his 
work,  is  doing  full-time  religious 
work  as  much  as  the  one  who  is 
employed  full  time  in  some  church 
work. 

It  is  not  so  much  the  place 
where  one  works  as  it  is  what  he 
does  in  that  place.  Some  people  in 
the  various  businesses  and  profes¬ 
sions  may  do  more  good  and  make 
a  greater  contribution  to  the  cause 
of  Christ  than  many  who  are  doing 
full-time  religious  work. 

The  main  thing  is  to  work  where 
God  wants  us  to  work.  If  we  are 
doing  that,  and  are  trying  to  do  it 
for  the  glory  of  God,  we  are  doing 
full-time  religious  work,  though  it 
may  be  plowing.

The  problems  which  he 
meets  upon  the  field  send  him  into 
his  study  searching  for  answers: 
his  interpretation  of  life  and  scrip¬ 
ture  demand  wide  and  varied  read¬ 
ing,  while  his  messages  often  re¬ 
quire  hours  of  research.

very  time  the  Communist  govern¬ 
ment  of  China  was  trying  to  con¬ 
vince  the  world  and  its  own  people 
that  the  Americans  were  guilty 
of  deliberately  spreading  disease 
among  Chinese  troops  by  dropping 
disease  germ  bombs,  Chinese  news¬ 
papers  published  stories  of  corrup¬ 
tion  in  China’s  service  of  supply 
which  resulted  in  the  shipping  and 
selling  of  spoiled  beef  to  the  army 
in  Korea.  Also,  a  chemistry  pro¬ 
fessor  was  reported  to  have  con¬ 
nived  with  a  merchant  in  the  sale 
of  suprosedly  medicated  cotton 
to  the  army,  but  in  making  the 
packs  they  used  old,  unsterilixed 
cotton,  filled  with  disease  germs. 
Newspapers  carrying  these  ac¬ 
counts  have  come  out  of  Red  China 
to  Hong  Kong.  As  a  result,  it  is 
expected  that  the  Chinese  govern¬ 
ment  will  take  steps  to  stop  news 
releases  from  reaching  Hong  Kong 
and  other  places  outside  of  Red 
China.  Such  leaks  of  information 
will  be  carefully  controlled  and 
screened  in  the  future.

MAS  REGISTERED  RIDGECREST 
FOREIGN  MISSIONS 
CONFERENCE 

One  hundred  twenty-five  foreign 
missionaries  were  among  the  1,165 
people  who  registered  for  the  1952 
Foreign  Missions  Conference  at 
Ridgecrest. 

Many  peop’c  expressed  belief  that 
this  year's  conference  was  the  most 
outstanding  in  spiritual  attain¬ 
ments.  These  experiences  began 
with  the  first  service  when  Dr. 
Boyd  H.  Hunt,  pastor,  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Houston,  Texas,  chal¬ 
lenged  each  person  present  to  be¬ 
come  a  channel  through  which 
God's  plan  for  the  world  might  go 
onward. 

They  continued  through  the  final 
service  when  Dr.  M.  Ray  McKay, 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  professor,  called  the 
group  to  a  practical  dedication  to 
the  work  at  hand  by  saying:  “The 
genius  of  the  Christian  religion  lies 
in  the  fact  that  although  we  may 
not  know  what  the  future  holds  we 
do  know  what  we  are  to  do  at  this 
moment.” 

Forty-eight  young  people  public¬ 
ly  dedicated  their  lives  to  foreign 
mission  service  during  the  week; 
11  others  walked  forward  to  say 
their  lives  would  be  given  in  some 
kind  of  full-time  Christian  work. 

Many  attendants  expressed  con¬ 
cern  that  there  was  a  single  va¬ 
cant  place  on  the  assembly 
grounds  during  this  week  of  con¬ 
ferences  designed  to  present  the 
work  of  Southern  Baptist  foreign 
missionaries  and  the  needs  of  the 
world. 

One  denominational  leader  has 
presented  the  idea  of  working  to¬ 
ward  an  attendance  of  500  pastors 
and  2,000  young  people  with  the 
hope  that  it  will  be  reached  by  the 
1954  Foreign  Missions  Conference. 
If  this  goal  is  accomplished,  de¬ 
nomination  leaders,  pastors,  fami¬ 
lies,  and  others  will  have  to  catch 
the  vision  and  find  practical  ways 
to  its  realization. 

Around  Tho  World 
Paraguay:  The  two  Baptist 
churches  of  Ascunsion  have  15  mis¬ 
sion  stations  in  the  city  and  in  sur¬ 
rounding  villages  and  towns. 

Guided  Nueva  Baptiyt  Church,,  As¬ 
cunsion,  has  a  membership  of  one 
hundred  and  almost  without  ex¬ 
ception  they  are  actively  engaged 
in  proclaiming  the  gospel. 

The  Baptist  Bible  Institute  of  As¬ 
cunsion,  designed  to  offer  Bible 
courses  and  specialized  training 
for  national  workers  unable  to  se¬ 
cure  further  training  outside  the- 
city,  has  an  enrolment  of  30.  The 
school  offers  a  three-year  course 
in  the  fields  of  Old  and  New  Testa¬ 
ment,  preaching,  religious  educa¬ 
tion,  evangelism,  theology,  doctrine, 
history,  and  music.  Classes  meet 
In  the  Baptist  center  which  houses 
ten  of  the  young  men,  Baptist  head¬ 
quarters,  and  the  book  store. 

The  contractor  for  the  Baptist 
Hospital  in  Ascunsion  promises  that 
the  buildings  will  be  ready  for  op¬ 
eration  in  October. 

A  new  clinic  has  been  opened — 
Caacupe,  Paraguay,  where  a  local 
hotel  owner  says  two  or  three  ba¬ 
bies  die  every  week  for  lack  of 


medical  attention.  One  man  trav¬ 
eled  a  great  distance  and  remained 
for  a  week  for  the  opening  of  the 
clinic.  He  had  heard  that  a  doctor 
was  to  be  there.  The  new  clinic  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  Baptist 
Hospital  of  Ascunsion,  which  had 
already  opened  work  in  Chacarita. 

A  three-day  spiritual  retreat  held 
in  Ascunsion  in  July  was  attended 
by  125  Baptist  young  people.  It  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  number  of  life  dedica¬ 
tions.

|  church  membership.  More  than 
i  half  the  state  Baptist  conventions 
of  Brazil  report  a  higher  Sunday 
school  enrolment  than  church  mem¬ 
bership.  Total  church  membership 
in  Brazil  is  109.638;  Sunday  school 
enrolment  is  91,758. 

Missionary  Lester  C.  Bell,  Presi- 
dente  Prudente,  state  of  Sao  Paulo, 
Brazil,  attended  a  pastors’  retreat 
at  which  there  were  93  Brazilian 
pastors  He  also  attended  the  an 
mial  meeting  of  the  Soracadana  As¬ 
sociation  at  Rancharia,  where  115 
messengers  represented  every  one 
of  the  16  churches.  He  said  one 
church  of  ten  members  sent  two 
messengers  “who  arose  and  pre¬ 
sented  one  of  the  most  forward- 
looking  challenges  you  ever  heard.” 

The  National  Brazilian  Volley 
Ball  Tournament  of  1952  will  be 
held  in  the  gymnasium  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  school,  the  Ginasio  Batista 
Americano,  of  Porto  Alegre,  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul,  in  October. 

The  covered,  outdoor  gym,  made 
possible  by  the  Lottie  Moon  offer¬ 
ing,  is  used  for  preaching  services, 
graduation  exercises,  and  other 
school  activities.  Measuring  60  by 
100  feet,  it  was  described  by  the 
Brazilian  press  as  the  only  ade¬ 
quate  gym  in  the  state.  Permanent 
bleachers  for  3,000  fans,  erected 
by  the  Confederation  of  Sports  for 
the  tournament,  will  become  prop¬ 
erty  of  the  institution.
